First Reaction 


For all, however, the first in- 
stinctive reaction is one of rev- 
erence. For many the second 
reaction is one of resentment at 
all the more garrish preposterous 
aspects. For the thoughtful, the 
third impression is one of under- 
standing, sO necessary at many 
of the. holy places. For the 
Oriental, or Eastern mind, the 
bringing of gifts to the birth- 
place is associated closely with 
worship. Decorating so holy a 
place in the manner of the By- 
zantine churches also was a 
natural thing to do. So, as one 
realizes that what matters is 
only what happened there, and 
not what man has done, one for- 
gives, or almost does, the star 
in the stone and the mother-of- 
pearl crib. 

It was not among gold and 
silver, marble, alabaster and 
precious stones that Christ came 
into the world. 


Empress Helena 


The Church of the Nativity was 
built in 327 A.D. at the direction 
of the Empress Helena, whose 
son, Constantine, was the first 
Christian emperor. After a vi- 
sion he had a cross woven’ into 


_his banners. Beneath it appeared 


the words, ‘‘In Hoc Signo Vinces.” 
(By this sign conquer.) A wall 
circles the massive church which 
was also used as a fortress. 
There are five aisles. The col- 
umns are Corinthian, with Cru- 
sader symbols. When the Mos- 
lem armies took it from the 
Crusaders they made a market 
of it. When the Crusaders re 
took it they made the entrance 
in the great, thick stone walls 
much smaller so animals could 
not be driven through it. .

There is nothing much that is 
distinctive about the church it 
self. The Roman, the Orthodox 
and the Armenian churches, be- 
ing the oldest, maintain worship 
ing groups at the church. Once.

walls were burned. That this 
could go on above the site where 
Christ was born serves but to 
point up man’s differences of 
today. In our time Bethlehem 
is in Moslem hands, as is half of 
Jerusalem. Nazareth, in Israel, 
is an Arab town. Many of these 
are Christian, dating their faith 
back to the Crusaders.

was born on the outskirts of the } 


crowded town where the legion- 
naires of Rome kept order. There 
is strife and controversy today.

Tallahassee Forbids Bus Mixing; 
Negro Girl Beaten in Montgomery 


By the Associated Press 

The Tallahassee (Fla.) City Com- 
mission directed the Cities Tran- 
sit Bus Co. Monday to enforce ra- 
cial segregation on the buses. 

The action came as Tallahas- 
see Negroes ended a 7-month-old 
bus boycott by boarding buses and 
sitting where -they pleased. 

In Montgomery, Ala., a 15-year- 
old Negro girl was beaten but not 
seriously hurt by several young 
white men near a city bus stop 
Monday, a police official reported. 

She was identified as Ollie Mae 
Collins. The identity of the at- 
tackers was not learned, Detective 
Capt. E. P. Brown said. 

The Negro girl reported that 
she was standing at a bus stop 


when a bus drove up and a young 


man in a car nearby shouted, 
‘Don’t ride the bus anymore.” 

She said they jumped from the 
vehicle and began beating her. 

The beating incident was con- 
firmed by bus passengers. 

The Collins girl said two men 
jumped from one car and three 
others in another car joined them. 
She suffered,minor head injuries 
but said she didn’t go to a doctor 
‘“‘hecause I was afraid.” 

A white bus rider told newsmen 


he saw the girl on her knees on 
the pavement with arms upraised 
trying to protect herself. He said 
he couldn’t tell whether the man 
used his fist or a weapon. 
Except for a few incidents, the 


transition from segregation to in- 


tegration on Montgomery buses 
has been tranquil. 

The immediate effect of the 
Tallahassee commission’s directive 


to the bus firm to enforce segre- 
gation remained somewhat doubt- 
ful with attorneys for both the com- 
mission and the bus company indi- 
cating uncertainty as to what will 
happen in the next few days. 

The bus company announced it 
will seek a court determination 
as soon as possible on whether 
the segregation requirements of 
both its franchise and of state law 
are valid in the light of the federal 
court ruling under which bus serv- 
ice in Montgomery was integrated 
last week.

New Opportunity Rings 
For Adults in Georgia 


A two-and-one-half-million-dollar 
structure built around an Athens pecan 
tree will begin bearing fruit next month. 

It’s the Georgia Center for Continu- 
ing Education, an impressive title which 
means the building and its facilities will 
be devoted to the education of adults. 
Architects and landscapers liked the 40- 
foot pecan tree that was flourishing at 
the chosen site on the University of Geor- 
gia campus. The building with its 140,000 
square feet of floor space was built 
around it. 

This center will fill a longtime need 
in the South. Too many students grab 
their high school or college diplomas and 
consider their educations completed. They 
later learn such is not the case. 

This is a day of change. Methods are 
improved. Better ways are found to get 
the job done. Doctors long have recog- 
nized the importance of refresher courses 
to keep them abreast of the latest in 
medicine and surgery. The same now 
applies to work performed by business 
executives, state troopers, public offi- 
cials, farmers, laborers, bankers and 
practically everyone else aspiring to suc- 
cess. 

The center, made possible with funds 
from the W. K. Kellogg Foundation of 
Battle Creek and from the State of Geor- 
gia, is one of only two such centers in 
the United States. The other is at Michi- 
gan. State University. 

The Georgia center is a prize plum 
for the cause of education in this state. 
Plans are being pushed to make the most 
of it. Its instructors will be from the 
faculty of the University of Georgia and 
from other colleges, from other experts 
in the field and from the center’s techni- 
cal staff. They will direct courses that 
may last from one day to six weeks. 

Adult education programs beamed 
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rupt. There were tyrants and oppressors. 

The Tetrarch Herod in Palestine, rid- 
dled with disease and fear, nonetheless 
held tightly to his throne and abused 
his power. He had had his two sons 
murdered so they could not plot against 
him. He had strangled his wife and two 
brothers-in-law because of fear. Within a 
few days he was to try and kill the 
Child, the new King, of whom he had 
heard. He ruthlessly slaughtered all inno- 
cent children within reach. 

Rome, great Rome on her seven hills, 
was troubled. The empire was to go on 
for a long, long time, but already the 
decline was setting in. It was to move 
with accelerated speed as Christianity 
grew, because the Christian is an indi- 
vidual, not comfortable under man-made 
tyranny and refusing to worship man- 
made gods. 

The lesson is plain. 

On that day when the Son of God, 
conceived by the Holy Ghost, “the Lord 
and Giver of Life,”’ was made man, the 
world was given the way of peace and 
good will. The promised redemption of 
man was assured by the soon-to-come 
death on the cross. 

Centuries have passed and we come 
to today. 

Everywhere, fretting, unsatisfied peo- 
ples, with more possessions than they 
have ever known, almost desperately are 
seeking beliefs. There is a revival of 
Buddhism, of the Hindu faiths, of Islam 
and of Christianity. 

But the simple, yet enormously diffi- 
cult task of putting into practice what 
man knows to be just, right and true, 
remains to frustrate, make desperate and 
afraid. 

But the choice has been before man- 
kind since that hour in Bethlehem almost 
2,000 years ago... of peace and good 
will, or of taking up the sword and 
dying by it.

Death Stroke to Polio 


W. Kelley Mosley and James R. Cook 
have been named, respectively, director 
and coordinator of the Fulton County 
March of Dimes drive. In DeKalb, Charles 
J. Lyon is director. We bespeak for them 
the full cooperation of the public. 


Rarely do people who give to chari- 
table drives have the satisfaction of see- 
ing such excellent results as have been 
provided by the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, which is supported 
by the “dimes” campaign. 

It was foundation money which pro- 
vided the research which produced the 
Salk vaccine. In one year this has reduced 
polio an estimated 50 per cent. 


But polio is by no means defeated. 
There will be a need for annual cam- 
paigns across the next several years. 
More research is being carried out. 


The treatrnent of new cases and old 
is a large part of the responsibility of 
the foundation. It has been a great rock

No Tax Relief Is in Sight 
With Spending on Upsurge

All of us would like to think that there is a good chance of some 
reduction in taxes. The paying of taxes, which all know to be necessary, 
is never too pleasant and when they reach new heights the desire 
for some reduction becomes more keen. Experts in the federal Treasury 
see no immediate prospects for a real tax reduction in the coming 
months, maybe not for several years. 


Too, there is a feeling that at 
the present high level of pros- 
perity in the country present tax 
rates are not too burdensome. 

Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 
phrey has added his word to 
the discussion .about any tax 
reductions. He says he sees no 
hope for any such development. 


National income is at an ex- 
tremely high peak and people are 
demanding more and more serv- 
ices from government at all 
levels. Certainly there can be no 
tax reduction when governmental 
services are on the increase. 


Many who have given careful 
study to the situation feel that 
as long as the present level of 
national income remains as it is, 
there is no real hardship on the 
part of those who must pay taxes 
at present rates. 

It seems certain that we must 
continue armament and other de- 
fense spending at or near the 
present amounts. It may be re- 
garded as certain that the foreign 
aid program will be continued 
at the present rate, if not slightly 
higher. . 

The government has embarked 
on a gigantic road building pro- 
gram to be paid for by newly en- 


acted taxes on such things as tires 
and gasoline. There is no chance 
to reduce interest charges on the 
national debt. Benefits to vet- 
erans will not be reduced any 
time soon. In fact, there are 
some who want to see them in- 
creased. 


What holds for the federal gov- 
ernment also holds for state and 
local governmental agencies. 
From all sides come reports that 
the states and local communities 
need more money for schools and 
other desired services. 


Thus it is not difficult to see 
that all of us may as well be- 
come reconciled to a continua- 
tion of taxes at least at present 
levels. 

Fortunately the national income 
is’ high enough to meet the tax 
burden and indications are that 
it will continue in this direction 
for some years to come,

Harold E. Stassen, the Presi- 
dent’s disarmament aide, believes 
that the revolt against Moscow 
domination in Eastern Europe has 
created a situation in which the 
United States might now be able 
to explore the possibility of re- 
ducing or withdrawing United 
States forces in Western Europe 
and Soviet forces from Eastern 
Europe. 

Secretary of State Dulles agrees 
that a new strategic situation has 
been created in Eastern Europe 
by the growing independence of 
the satellites, but does not favor 
taking any initiative to discuss the 
situation with the Russians at the 
present time. 

On the following points there 
seems to be general agreement 
among the officials dealing with 
the question: 

The continued presence of Soviet 
troops in Central Europe is in- 
creasing tension throughout the 
area and may, if the Hungarian 
uprising spreads to East Germany 
and Poland, create a military situ- 
ation that neither Moscow nor 
the West can control. 

With the rising independence of 
the Eastern European states, the 
advantage to all of Europe and the 
West of a withdrawal of the Red 
Army within its own borders now 
is far greater than when Eastern 
Europe was wholly under the 
domination of Moscow. 

Britain, pressed financially at 
home, already is considering a ma-

jor reduction of its forces in Ger- 
many if it would lead to the re- 
turn of the Red Army to the Soviet 
Union and the unification of Ger- 
many. 

On the question of exploring with 
the Russians the possibility of a 
mutual reduction or withdrawal of 
foreign troops, however, officials 
here remain divided. 

Secretary Dulles dealt with the 
question very cautiously in his 
news conference last Wednesday. 
He reassured the Russians that the 
West did not want to take advan- 
tage of Moscow’s troubles in Hun- 
gary and elsewhere in Eastern 
Europe to create a belt of anti- 
Soviet states in Eastern Europe. 

Finally, he said that if the East- 
ern European states achieved a 
genuine independence, that would 
certainly facilitate a general re- 
view of the whole European se- 
curity system. But he seemed to 
be saying that it was up to Moscow 
to make the first move toward re- 
viewing the situation and implied 
that the administration would re- 
view it only after Germany had 
been reunited and the satellites 
had achieved their freedom. 

This is where the division here 
lies. Few officials believe, as 
Dulles apparently does, that the 
Russians will of their own volition 
agree to pull their troops back 
within their own frontiers without 
concessions on the withdrawal of 
United States and other Allied 
troops from Germany.

WARSAW—The status of forces agreement signed in Warsaw by 
the Polish and Soviet governments is the nearest approach to a charter 
of independence possible in the present circumstances. The Poles be- 
lieve that, on paper at least, the agreement which regulates the pres- 
ence of Soviet forces in Poland offers legal guarantees compatible 
with the prerequisites of sovereignty. 


If carried out faithfully by the 
Moscow government the agree- 
ment may ultimately introduce 
something fundamentally new in 
relations between the _ Soviet 
Union and countries of Eastern 
and Southeastern Europe. 


It was the first time the Soviet 
government has consented to 
submit movements and activities 
of ‘its forces to control of an- 
other power and to support legal 
jurisdiction of foreign police and 
foreign courts for crimes com- 
mitted by members-of its armed 
forces. 


The agreement emerged from 
Poland’s October ‘‘revolution’’ in 
which the National Communists 
overthrew the faction of leadey- 
ship committed to Moscow and 
put Wladyslaw Gomulka in pow- 
er. As substantial as it was, the 
agreement, in view of responsi- 
ble Poles, left some of the most 
important questions unanswered. 

In a very real sense the doc- 
ument consisted largely of a set 
of principles and stiuplated ‘‘that 
detailed understandings men- 
tioned in certain articles of the 
agreement will be concluded 
within three months from the 
date on which the signed agree- 
ment enter into force.” 

Besides the articles referred 


to above, there were two impor- 
tant aspects of the military rela- 
tionship between Poland and the 
Soviet Union that were not even 
mentioned in the agreement. 

The first and most important 
was the basis on which Poland 
consented to the continued pres- 
ence of Soviet forces. The agree- 
ment does not mention the exist- 
ence of the Warsaw Pact in any 
manner direct or indirect. In 
other words the political-military 
basis for the continued presence 
of Soviet forces in Poland is not 
visible. 

A second aspect of the problem 
omitted from the agreement is 
disposition of additional Soviet 
divisions that were brought into 
Poland to reinforce Soviet gar- 
risons in October. So far as is 
known the divisions which at the 
time were reported to have num- 
bered five are still 
country. 

Under the Polish-Soviet agree- 
ment of Soviet forces inside and 
across to and from East Ger- 
many must on every occasion 
have the consent of the Polish 
government. Similarly exercises 
and manuevers outside agreed 
concentration areas cannot be 
conducted without Poland's 
agreement.

Pitching 
without a windup, he _ free- 
wheeled past all 27 Dodger bat- 
lers for a perfect no-hitter to 
Win, 2-0. It was all the more 
hoteworthy because Larsen, in 
the second game, had failed to 
find the strike zone and during 
the season had only one shut- 
eut in his six complete games. 

The slugger who came of age 
at 25 was Mickey Manle, a 
switch hitter, who blasted 52 
home runs and walked off with 
every hitting honor to become 
his league's most valuable 
Player. He hit .353, drove home 
330 runs and had a .705 slugging 
average. 

* In big Don Newcombe, who 
laughed when he won and 
pouted when he _ lost, the 
Dodgers had the National 
League's most valuable player.
